FBI Director 」 Edgar Hoover in a closed doors 
Session at a House appropriation subcommittee hear- 
ing last April warned on Red China as a potent threat 
to U. 3. national security，His testimony was released 
ast week. 

Among the things he said: 

1，Red China has been flooding the country with 
its Propaganda and there are over 300,000 Chinese 
in the United states，some of whom could be sus- 
ceptible to recruitment either through ethnic ties or 
hostage situations because of relatives in Commu- 
nist China. 

2. In addition，up to 20,000 Chinese immigrants 
can come here each year and this provides a means 
to send agents into:our_ nation. 

3. Agrowing problem concerns the 40,000 Hong 
Kong based Chinese seamen，many actually living 
on the China mainland.，lt is significant to _note that 
desertions by Chinese crewmen jumped from 700 in 
19267 to 230 in 1268.

Mr. Chan accuses me of two ma- 
Jor errors，First，he accuses me of a 
lurid and sensational repbort on life 
in Chinatown between 1850 and 
1960.， Second，he accuses me of 
neglecting the data concerning post- 
1900 immigrant materials.、ILet Us 
take up each of these accusations 
Sepbatately.

cidentally，new despite Mr，Chan's 
claim that thete was nothing new 
in it，is the fact that prostitution， 
Secret SoOcieties and oher institutions 
of early Chinatowns are made un- 
derstandable in light of the imbal- 
ance in the sex ratio among the 
Chinese during the beriod under 
discussion. MI、Chan's argument 
that these same institutions are ex- 
Plainable by referring to the gen- 
eral context of San Francisco's his- 
tory 1S simply incorrect。、 As my 
article shows，wherevet Chinese 
have migrated and wherever there 
has been an imbalance in the sex 
ratio similar institutions have de- 
Veloped.，、To my own mind，there 
is nothing lurid about prostitution ， 
brothels，or secret societies。 As a 
Sociologist，I fnd them institutions 
in society whbich are deserving of 


explanation and commentary. The 


luridness which Mr. Chan Pretends 
to see in the article is 工 am afraid， 
of his own making. Perhaps he 
would prefer it if sociologists did 
not discuss matters which from a 
bourgeois point of view are Unac- 
cebtabjle to the American eye.

1960 freally 
i$ the end of an era，the era .in 
which many immigrant Chinese 
lived a homeless and unfortunate 
life within the confnes of China- 
towns in North America， This con- 
dition would not be changed，as 
Mr. Chan's fnal comment seems to

1960，Nothing can make up for 
the loneliness，tragedy，and home- 
Jessness of those. Chinese men who 
were trapped inside America's Chi- 
natowns, in 1890, 1910, 1920, and 
SO 0nD，Finally，Mr. Chan seems to 
think it unfortunate of perhaps 
wrong that I“lament”-about the 
long womenless condition of the 
Chinese in America.。 Perhaps he 
feels that disciplined passion is an 
unwarranted feature of sociological 
writing. 工 would，however，recom- 
mend that Mr. Chan do what I al- 
ready have done，that is，go_out 
into the Chinese ,quarter and intef- 
View some of the aged immigrants， 
those that are 73 or 80 yeafs old， 
and get them to talk about the sad: 
ness of their lives， If Mr Chan 
would do this Perhaps he too， 
would develop a certain compassion 
for the conditions of the Chinese 
in America. 

JI cannot close this letter without 
exbressing my outtage at the in- 
nuendo which MT. Chan inclaudes in 
his review suggesting that the al- 
leged lurid accounts of early Chi- 
nese Involvement in brothels，etc.， 
Imade this article accebtable to 
PHYLON，a quatterly journal of 
race rejlations of Atlanta University. 
If_ MT， Chan wishes tor attack me 
Personally for my writing that 和 
all right，but when he casts asper- 
Sions on one of the greatest journals 
of race relations ever founded;， when 
he insults the journal founded by 
the late，great WE，、B，DuBois， 
then I feel he has gone beyond the 
bounds of respectable jouroalism 
and beyond the pale of responsible 
commentaty.

Onec of my main contacts in 9Sai- 
gon was Army medic Gary ITom， 
an old classmate and friend from 
San Francisco. Gary was drafted 
out of San Francisco State College 
twWoO years ago，and after serving 
four months on the DMZ with the 
1st Air Cavalry Division，was trans- 
ferred down to 3rd EField Hospital 
af Tan Son Nhut Airbase near 
Sailgon， It was Gary who helped 
me avoid hotel expenses by getting 
me a room with the Army nurses 
in the Bachelor O 全 cers”Quarters 
across the road from the hospital. 
Once settled in my room，I went 
upstalrs tO the foof of the six-stofry 
building and looked out between 
the machinegun towers to view the 
city. IT could see General Abrahms' 
villa next to the hospital，the heli- 
coOpter landing bad in the feld 
across from the hospital，and the 
lights from nearby Saigon twinkling 
In the evening blackness， 工 was 
only aware of the war because of 
the roar of planes taking o 任 and 


landing at the Airbase and also be- 


cause of the many helicopters 
bringing in the wounded from the 
battleftelds. 

My frst full day in Saigon was 
SPent riding around town in taxis 
and cycolos looking for the Viet- 
nam immigration o 伍 ces in order to 
register my Saigon address with 
them which was a contract Stipula- 
tion required for my visa into 
South Vietnam. After much riding 
around and frustrated non-comrmu- 
nication with non-English speaking 
Immlgration O 伍 cials who didn' 
know what stipulation TI was talking 
about, I fnally ended up registering 
at the American Embassy， While 
there，I ran into a civilian Army 
employee I had met on the plane 
down from Taipei. Jack Palm is 
an information writer for the Army 
and has his o 印 ce in the American 
Embassy，Patlm briefed me on what 
to-expect in Saigon and where 1 
was safe to go and what Places 
should be avoided because of Viet 
Cong activity，He drove me around 
town to show me places where 
could wander around on my own 
and then he took me to lunch at a 
Chinese restaurant， It was my frst 
experience with the infationary as- 
pects of the war，because the three- 
Course meal which would have cost 
about $3.00 in San Franclsco 's 
Chinatown cost 由 10 in Salgon. 

The next couple of weeks were 
Sent at 3rd_ Field .Hospital where 
the Commanding and Executive Of- 
ficets gave me Permission tO Visit 
the different wards and talk to the 
Patients.， These visits were by far 


the most frustrating and yet re- 


warding part of my entire trip. 

In order to allay any doubts as 
to my identity as I made my rounds 
at the hospital, I wore my San Fran- 
cisco State _ College sweatshirt and 
carried my Kodak Instamatic cam- 
era with me at all times.， 工 hese two 
items and my clearly American acC- 
cent aroused the curiosity of the 
wounded men IT visited and made 
it easier for them to relax and talk 
to_me. 

During my frst week at the hos- 
Pital，I had several “regular” pa- 
tients became close friends with 
in _ talking about Politics，student 
movements，rock music，and other 


"homey”subjects to_get their minds 
o 任 their wounds，、Then one day， 
one of my regulars who had had his 
thumb blown of by a mortar asked 
me to go over and cheer up one of 
the new patients who had just had 
both legs amputated at the knees. 
I was not emotionally prepared for 
the far-away questioning look this 
18-year-old had on his face when I 
walked up to his bed. TI looked at 
his face and then at his “stumps” 
and forcing a smile for just a sec- 
ond，I turned away and left with 
tears streaming down my face. 

The political opinions on the war 
that TI encountered varied as much 
as the many beople who gave them. 
There were Some Ameticans who 
felt a very close and fresponsible 
friendship with the Vietnamese and 
then again，there Were Some who 
wete outwardly antagonistic towards 
the Vietnamese，A common “joke” 
among the latter was related to me 
by one of the medics: A solution 
for ending the Vietnam war， is for 
the U. S. to load up all the loyal 
Vietnamese onto a boat and head 
them out into the .Pacific and then 
drop a nuclear bomb on North 
Vietnam and one on South Viet- 


nam，and then dropb a third bomb， 


on the boat. 

A liason o 鱼 cer at the hospital 
Was anxious to return to the States 
SO that he could “tell the folks back 
home exactly whats going on” in 
Vietnam. He was mostly referting 
toO the experiences he had hadqd with 
the ARVN (Army of the Republic 
of Vietnam ) troops when he was 
out ln the battlefeld，He told me 
of one episode in working with a 
gIOuP of ARVN s canvassing a jun- 
gle area with his platoon. The 
ARVN troops were sent on ahead 
toO_ check out the dense forest and 
when they returned they claimed 
tbhat they had found nothing sus- 
Picious and retired to the back lines. 
But whben this o 伍 cer and his men 
went on ahead，they found ammnu- 
nition caches and_ equipment hid- 
den under camoufage within the 
forest， The ARVN troops had sim- 
Ply circled the forest area to avoid 
any possible contact with the enemy. 
This o 鱼 cer has lost all faith and 
trust in the Vietnamese and fre- 
fuses to even go outside of Tan Son 
Nhut Airbase so as to avoid any 
interaction with the Vietnamese 
People ln the Saigon area.

Mrs，Ann Woo has become a 
citizen of the United States of 
America. 工 he happy event occurred 
four and a half years after her ini- 
tial apblication for citizenship. 

In the intervening years the De- 
Partment of Immigration and Nat- 
uralization refused to recommend 
Mrs. Woo for citizenship on the 
grounds that it was“ “investigating” 
her “associations”of 10 years ago. 
Mrs. Woo had been recording sec- 
retary for a Social club in San Fran- 
cisco's Chinatown and it was the 
Departments theory that some 
members of the club may have had 
unwholesome Political thoughts. 


NOTHING SUBVERSIVE 

At one of the naturalization hear- 
ings the Department attempbted to 
establish that the club to which 
MIrs.、Woo had belonged was .con- 
nected with another club that the 
DeFartment thought may have been 
“Subvetsive.”Their witnesses to the 
rejlationship between the two clubs， 
however，admitted，after CIOS5s-ex- 
amination by Executive ”Director 


Ernest Besig, that they were unable 
to establish any connection between 
the two clubs. Nevertheless the 
Department refused to recommend 
that Mrs-- Woo be naturalized and 
insisted that it must pursue its “in- 
vestigation” further.
